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Bomb Hinted 
In Turkish 
Plane Crash 


PARIS (UPI) —A preliminary report on the crash of a 
Turkish Airlines DC-10 jetliner said today a bomb explosion 
could have brought down the widebodied aircraft which nose- 
dived to earth from 13,000 feet Sunday, killing 344 persons in 


aviation’s worst disaster. 


Orly Airport sources said specialists had prepared a 
report for Airport Director Gilbert Dreyfus who is leading 
the inquiry. ‘The report states that the possibility of an 
explosion is supported by an important number of them,” 


the sources said. 


Turkish airline sources in Istanbul said the airline had 
information that three Japanese and two Arabs aboard the 


crashed plane were guerrillas. They said the five had planned 
to sabotage a British Airways flight from Paris to London but 
were transferred to the Turkish plane because of a strike by 
British engineers in London and that their bombs exploded 


in flight. 


The airline sources said there also was a possibility the 
reported guerrillas were linked with the seizure later in the 
day of a British Airways jet after takeoff from Beirut. Arab 
commandos blew up the aircraft in Amsterdam after letting 
102 persons on board flee the plane.

Centennial 
Celebration 


A five-month-long observance 
of the Salinas Centennial began 
during the weekend with a Main 
Street parade and the dedica- 
tion of the first mayor’s house. 

A persistent rain held down 
the crowd at Saturday’s dedi- 
cation by the Monterey County 
Historical Society of the first 
Salinas mayor’s house at 238. E. 
Romie Lane. 

Isaac Julian Harvey served as 
the first Salinas mayor from 
March through December, 1874. 

His two granddaughters, Mrs. 
Helen Baker Currie and Floren 
Baker, attended Saturday’s 
dedication of the Harvey house 
which was conducted by Gay- 
lord Nelson, president of the 
Monterey County Historical So- 
ciety. 

Public tours of the house will 
be conducted from 10 a.m. until 
4 p.m. for the next two weeks, 
except Mondays. 

A crowd of several thousand 
viewed yesterday’s .

A search failed to turn up any evidence 
of a weapon used to kill the secretary- 
treasurer of Harden Farms of Californ- 
ia, Inc. Ferrasci had been employed by 
the Harden firm for 30 years.

County Votes 
Tomorrow 
On Tax Rates 


Monterey County voters will 
get their first chance tomor- 
row to exercise the power 
granted them by Senate Bill 
90, the state law passed in 
1972 to limit tax rates to 
amounts approved by the 
electorate. 

At the same time, voters in 
four Southern Monterey Coun- 
ty cities go to the polls to- 
morrow to elect 10 city coun- 
cil members from a field of 
13, a city treasurer and a 
school trustee. 

The one tax rate election to- 
morrow which will affect the 
entire Salinas Valley is the 
proposal to raise maximum 
tax rates for maintenance of 
Nacimiento and San Antonio 
dams, Continued use of the 
dams for water storage may 
depend on the outcome. 

But. also of high  signifi- 
cance to the areas involved 
are the nine elections to raise 
maximum tax rates in indi- 
vidual serviceareas, districts 
and smaller flood control 
zones in North County, Toro 
area and Chualar. 

Elections have been set by 
the Monterey County Board of 
Supervisors on the advice of 
the public works department 
and flood control and water 
conservation district. Depart- 
ment officials say the increas- 
es in maximum rates are 
needed to insure continued ad- 
equate maintenance in the dis- 
tricts. 

Services involved in the 
smaller districts include sani- 
tation systems, storm drain, 
Street light, levee and. water 
pump maintenance, and fire 
hydrants. 

No organized opposition has 
come to light in any of the 
tax rate elections. 

Dams Vote 

In the dam tax election, 36, 
475 voters in zones 2 and 2A 
of the Monterey County 
Flood Control and Water Con- 
servation District will vote 
whether to raise maximum 
rates from 0.8 cents to 7 
cents per $100 assessed val- 
uation for zone 2 (Nacimien- 
to. Dam) and from 2.4 cents to 
5 cents per $100 assessed val- 
uation for zone 2A (San An- 
tonio Dam.) 

Tax money is used to main- 
tain valves at the dams, keep 


the reservoirs free of debris 
and keep the river channel 
clear. 

If the dams cannot be 
maintained due to lack of 
funds, the State Division of 
Dams could order all flood 
gates kept open, preventing 
water storage necessary to 
Valley agriculture, according 
to District Engineer Loran 
Bunte Jr.

Polling place in Soledad for 
the dam tax measure is the 
Soledad library.

What they faced, at first, was 
grazing land with little prospect 
ofswater. David Jacks, who 
owned the Chualar and San 
Joes ranches, offered a por- 
tidy of them for sale at $1 an 
adfe.

* WASHINGTON (UPI) — “A 
lot of people think I’m going 
around organizing a cam- 
paign’”’ for the Presidency, Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson said just 
before flying off on a three- 
State political speaking tour. 

“I’m not engaged in any 
nationwide effort,’’ Jackson 
insisted, ‘I’m basically tending 
to my knitting.” 

But the people here who know 
Jackson best say the Washing- 
ton Democrat is running and 
running hard, determined not 
to make the mistakes of his 
unsuccessful 1972 attempt for 
his party’s presidential 
nomination. 

Jackson spoke in 27 states 
last year in between a 
legislative workload that kept 
him center stage in the Senate 
on at least a half dozen issues 
from free emigration for Soviet 
Jews to the energy crunch. 

Thus far this year, turning 
the spotlight on the energy. 
crisis, Jackson has hitJ0:states, 
holding news “conferences, 
supporting eandidates, and 
further cementing his strong. 
ties to organized labor and the 
American Jewish community, 
Meanwhile, he has been active- 
ly courting party leaders who 
backed Sen. George McGovern, 

Sitting in his spacious Senate 
office, Jackson is eager to talk 
about what he terms “‘signifi- 
cant changes” in the 
Democratic Party since the 
1972 McGovern disaster. 

He senses a ‘‘different 
Gimate and a discernible 
shift” within the party toward 
many of his own long-held 
Wiews on defense and foreign 
policy.

Affairs of State

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — Californians 
have had it with lawlessness whether these 
crimes are committed for profit, to feed a 
habit, out of jealousy or in the name of the 
poor and infirm.

WASHINGTON ~ The hate 
affair between President Nixon 
and elements of the press is 
poisoning the flow of’ in- 
formation to the American 
people. 

Presidential press con- 
ferences deteriorated last year 
jnto shouting matches. The 
efforts to control tempers at the 
Jatest give-and-take last week 
scarcely concealed the une 
derlying hostility. 

Yet 80 per cent of the nation’s 
newspapers endorsed Nixon for 
President in 1968 and an 
overwhelming 92 per cent 
supported his re-election in 
1972. Why has the relationship 
gone sour? 

Richard Nixon came to power 
with the conviction that he had 
gotten there by circumventing 
the working press and could 
govern successfully only so 
Jong as he continued to do so. 

Reporters were to be given 
comfortable accommodations, 
fed with daily trivialities and 
occupied with diversions.

© The Nixon presidency drew a 
Curtain of secrecy between its 
internal operations and the 
outside world unprecedented in 
the memory of Washington 
observers. The President did 
not want the acts and policies of 
his Administration to reach the 
people through what he con- 
sidered the distorting prism of 


the press. What he wanted , - 


known, he would communicate 

. directly via television talks or 
other tightly _ controlled 
mechanisms, . 

Not only was the press 
distrusted. The millions who 
composed the permanent 
goverment were suspect, too. 
The highest military officers 
were denied the kind of critical 
information it was previously 
considered essential they have. 

Even the President’s own 
appointees, the top few 
thousand in government, were 
given minimal initiative and 
not trusted with sensitive in- 
formation in their areas. This 
denigration of the regular in- 
stitutions of government was, 
in part, aimed at the press. 
What officials did not know 
they could not leak. 

Deep suspicion and a sense of 
lifelong grievance — all too 
often confirmed — were ac- 
companied in President Nixon 
by a desire for solitude and a 
craving for an orderly en- 
vironment undisturbed by 
trivial interruptions or in- 
ternecine discord.

In the past, he had made 
mistakes and lost elections by 
trying to direct everything 
personally.

Tt could not work for a more 
important reason, There is a

It is the mission of the press to 
give the people an alternative - 
to the official version of things, © 
a rival account of reality, a~ 


measure by which to judge the 
efficacy of rulers and whether 
the truth is in them, an 
unauthorized stimulus to action 
or resistance, 


Nixon came to think he could 
stand against or outside of that 
historical process.

“Now, what's this about your being exposed to hockey 
and wanting to give up basketbail to take it up?” 
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Tt all started in a shack 
at the rear of the Eagle 
Drug Store on Gabilan 
Street in a few feet of 
space. Today it can be 
found in a modern building 
at 123 W. Alisal St. in 40,000 
sq. ft. of space and two 
stories high. 

The old Index, with an 
ear to changing times, 
quickly switched from the 
hand press of 1871 to a new 
cylinder press in 1876. It 
was the first newspaper in 
this section of California to 
print on such a modern 
device. 

The office was moved to 
new quarters on the first 
floor of Ball & Frank’s fine 
brick building, a few steps 
north of the Abbott House, 
where the Index installed a 
Fairhaven two-revolution 
cylinder press. This 
speeded up publication to 
250 newspapers in only 
one-half hour, trimming 
two hours off the old press 
time. 

The Fairhaven cylinder 
press was first operated by 
a crank on a flywheel 
turned by a husky boy. 
More hard work. But, 
when the Index moved into 
its new quarters, it boasted 
a small steam engine to 
turn the crank. 

In 1906, a larger press 
was installed, a Cottrell, 
which could print four 
pages—the old fashioned 
Fairhaven could only print 
two seven column pages in 
one impression. This cut 
press time in half again, 
for the Cottrell’s 
maximum capacity was 
1,800 newspapers per hour; 
four. pages were fed 
through one way, then 
turned over and four more 
pages (with page forms 
changed) printed on: the 
backside of the hand-fed 
sheets. 

The Index soon outgrew 
its quarters and the office 
was moved to the 
southeast corner of 
Gabilan and Salinas 
streets, about 1916, 

In 1922, the Index 
discarded the Cottrell 
eylinder press for a 
modern flat-bed perfecting 
press, a Duplex web press. —

Salinas was 
growing—this was the first 
year of harvesting of 
Salinas Valley let- 
tuce—and more growth 
was in store for the Index. 

In 1928, the newspaper 
moved from Gabilan and 
Salinas streets to 137 
Monterey St., a familiar 
Salinas landmark for 
many years, The plant 
there was eventually 
modernized to a tubular 
press capacity of 24 pages. 
But Salinas was. still 
growing. To keep pace 
with the future, a new 
plant was built at the 
present site of 123 W. Alisal 
St. in 1949. And the new 
Goss rotary press totaled 
32, pages and could print 
30,000 copies per hour! 

The year 1968 saw 
another major change for 
the Californian.. A $1 
million growth program 
included building 
remodeling and addition of 
10,000 sq. ft. of space for a 
new pressroom and 
newsprint storage. 

The change in presses 
this time was to a 96-page, 
\six-unit, three-color Hoe 
feylinder press—the same 
company that made the 
newspaper’s first Hoe 
‘Washington hand press, 
103 years ago. 

Weighing 276 tons, the 
present press makes the 
first one look like a toy, 
But, compared to the City 
of Salinas 100 years ago, 
the comparison is em-

The 96-nage press Catt 
print more than 38,000 
copies an hour, compared 
to the first press’s speed of 
250 copies in 214 hours. 

But, the Californian isn’t 
stopping here. It is 
currently studying more 
modern methods of plate 
reproduction and hopes to 


update its final printing 
phase shortly. 

The current setting of 
the newspapers ads and 
type is a major revolution, 
From metal composition 
and direct printing, the 
newspaper is now utilizing 
100 per cent photocom- 
position for all display ads 
‘and will convert news 
stories and pictures this 
year. 

The new system is called 
“cold type’ and ads and 
stories are ‘‘pasted up” om 
a grid sheet with photo 
paper type and 
illustrations rather tham 
set in metal. When come 
pleted and corrected, the 
entire page is engraved on 
a magnesium plate. 

Phototypesetting 
equipment just installed 
includes a Videosetter If 
and Compugraphic 2961 
High Speed. The 
Videosetter is the main 
typesetting machine and 
produces 300 lines of type 
per minute of pasteup- 
ready photo type. This 
speed equals the 
production of 30 Linotype 
hot metal machines, The 
29°62 Da cK. Dp 
phototypesetter is a slower 
device, but still sets photo 
type at 60 lines a minute. 
This compares to one 
Linotype machine’s 
production of 8 to 10 lines a 
minute. ie q

This means,,that 
spacewise, at least, the 
Californian is reverting to 
near its original equipment 
size (except for the press) 
which, in 1871, was about 
100 pounds of long primer

the fancy variety. 
And, since there was not 
enough type to ‘‘set up” the 


entire paper all at once, 
half of it (two pages) was . 


printed at a time and the 
type was used over again 
for the remaining two 
pages.

Are Deductible

If you paid a fee to a job- 
counseling organization for help- 


ing you to find a job, a 1973) 


Tax Court decision will permit 


you to deduct the expenses—| 


even though you failed to get 
the job. 

While the Treasury still in- 
sists on disallowing the cost of 
seeking employment _ that 
doesn’t actually result in pro- 
ducing a job, with this strong) 
Tax Court support, you may 
want to claim the deduction 
anyway and fight if the Trea- 
sury checks your return. 

If you are an employe and 
you drive your car to work with 
bulky or heavy tools or equip- 
ment, the Supreme Court gave 


you bad news in 1973. Although | 


the cost of driving to and from 
work is a nondeductible com- 
muting expense, some of the 
lower appellate courts had al- 
lowed the employe to deduct 


that portion of his driving ex-|penses. 
to carrying the 


penses allocable 
equipment or tools. 

The Supreme Court put an 
end to this by ruling that non- 
deductible auto expenses of 
commuting to work don’t be- 
come deductible even in part 
just because you, the employe, 
carry along the tools or equip- 
ment for your job. If you in- 


cur additional expenses because) 


of transporting your job - re- 
quired tools and equipment, 
though, some allocable portion 
of your driving expenses may 
be deductible. 

If you are an employe per- 
forming your job at various lo- 
cations during the day—a sales- 
man, solicitor, ete.—you can de- 
duct your transportation ex- 
penses in going between your’ 
various locations. But you can’t 
deduct your commuting ex- 
penses, | 

According to IRS rules, this! 
means that when a salesman) 
or similar employe travels di-| 
rectly from home to his first) 
customer and travels directly) 
home from his last customer) 
at the end of the day, these 
first and last trips are nonde- 
ductible commuting expenses. 
Only your travels between your 
first and last customers are de-| 
ductible. Also, if you must re- 
port in to your employer’s of- 
fice at the start and end of 


your day’s work, your first trip} 


from home to the office and 
last trip from the office to your 
home are nondeductible com- 
muting expenses. : 

Last year, the Tax Court had 
the case of a salesman who

icost of your first and last trips 
|might be deductible. But this 
|wasn’t so in this case. 

If you are a traveling em- 
‘ploye and you are paid a per- 
diem allowance of up to $36 a 
day for board and lodging, and 
a fixed mileage allowance of 
‘up to 15 ‘cents per travel mile, | 
you don’t generally have to re-| 
port either the reimbursement 
or the expenses on your tax re- 
turn, Thus, when you file your 
return, you don’t show on it 
the various travel expense de- 
ductions that often lead to an 
|audit which may require you to 
‘furnish IRS with proof, evi- 
idence, etc. 

In 1973, the IRS ruled that 
an employe couldn’t use the 
\$36 per-diem for board and 
lodging as a reason for not 
reporting reimbursements and 
expenses if he also used the 
IRS approved optional mileage) 
deduction of 12 cents and 9 
cents a travel mile to claim a 
|deduction for his own auto ex-| 


Most likely to use the IRS 
optional mileage deduction are 
employes who get the per-diem) 
allowance but no travel or a 
small travel mileage allowance 
from their employers. That 1973 
ruling says you can’t use the 
optional 12-9c mileage allow- 
ance unless you attach a state- 
ment to your return which 
shows the various expenses for| 
board and lodging that were} 
covered by your per-diem al- 
|lowance. 

If you want to use the 12-9c 
mileage deduction, you must 
give up the nonreporting bene- 
fit of your $36 per-diem allow- 
ance. So in filing your return, 
if your employer’s fixed mile- 
age allowance is less than the 
IRS 12-9¢ optional mileage de- 
duction (or hé paid you no 
mileage allowance at all), con- 
sider not taking the 12-9c mile- 
age deduction and thereby avoid 
having to report the details of 
the expenses covered by your 
per diem allowances. 

A final note: if you have to 
drive to a union hall to get 
your day’s assignment and then 
drive to your job, the Tax Court} 
agreed with the IRS that none 
of the car expenses may be de- 
ductible as business expenses.

The history of public 


education in Salinas 
predates the city’s official 
origins. Children were 
attending school here when 
Salinas was little more 
than a cluster of buildings 
and a handful of families in 
a dusty, wide-spot in the 
road. 3 

Though -Salinas 
celebrates its centennial 
this year, its public school 
system marked: that 
‘milestone in 1968. And even 
before Salinas had its own 
school system, it was part 
of other school districts 
which offered education 
for its pioneer school-age 
population. .~ ~ ns 

‘From its rudimentary 
beginnings, it has grown to 
a system of education that 
now teaches some 20,500 
students each day, and 
serves a vast variety of 
educational needs. 

The city’s school 
system—which numbers 
among its alumni the late 
John Steinbeck, one of 
America’s greatest 
novelists—was_ officially 
inaugurated in September, 
1868, when the board of 
supervisors authorized the 
Salinas City School 
District. | 

It did not bring the first 
education to Salinas, 
merely localized control of 
it. 


Back to 1850 
According to Robert 
Johnston, Salinas 


historian, five school 
districts were formed in 
five townships when the 
county was organized in 
1850. Salinas, which didn’t 
the mid- 
1850’s, was a portion of the 
giant Alisal township that 
included parts of what is 
now San Benito County. 
There was at least one 
school operating in the 
Alisal district in 1858, and 
by 1863 the population had 


‘increased enough for the 


district to be divided. That: 
division became the 
Natividad district, the 
forerunner of what is now

the Santa Rita Union 
School District on Salinas’ 
northern border. 

But the few children in 
Salinas inclined to attend 
the non-compulsory 
classes continued to attend 
the schools in the Alisal 
district. From a report by 
William M.R. Parker, who 
served as the first county 


- superintendent of schools 


as part of his county clerk 
duties, the schools were at 
least adequate for their 
times, 
An Early Report 

- In 1866, following a visit 
to the Alisal District school 
that housed 24 pupils, he 


wrote: “‘I found something 


there to commend it. It 
was not a dilapidated old 


barn, but a school house. ; 


An honor to the county, it 
shows that the trustees 
have a soul for something 
besides dollars and cents. 
It shows that there are 
men who are willing to do 
something for the rising 
generation.” 

In 1867, rising population 
prompted the supervisors 
to create another district 
in the area, the Spring 
School District. 

Finally in 1868, Salinas 
had population enough to 
warrant a school district of 
its own. It was carved out 
of Alisal, Natividad and 
Spring, and put into 
business by the super- 
visors. In April 1874, when 


‘Salinas became a char- 


tered city, it was reformed 
under city auspices. 

First Board Meeting 

On a warm September 
evening in 1868, a few 
months after President 
Andrew Johnson had 
survived impeachment 


‘and as Ulysses S. Grant 


was campaigning -for 
President, the first three 
trustees—F.M. Jolly, 
Michael Hughes, and 
William :Van- 


derhurst—met to start the. 


city’s public education 
system. 

In the hand-written 
meeting minutes prepared 
by Jolly, which are still 
preserved in the district’s 


» archives, the trustees’ first 


actions were recorded.

After appointing Jolly to 
take a census of the 
student population, 
Hughes and Vanderhurst 
were appointed as ‘a 
committee to ascertain if a 
suitable house can be 
procured for the purpose of 
opening a school and at 
what cost.” 

Two weeks later, the 
pair reported they had 
contacted Francisco 
Soberanes. He was willing 
to rent a house he owned on 
Main Street (a few feet 
from what is now the 
Masonic Temple) for six 
months at a cost of $20 per 
month. 

Jolly recorded their 
pragmatism. ‘‘They in 
their judgment deem it 
advisable to accept the 
house, it being the most 
suitable and only house 
procureable at this time.” 
There being no other such 
facilities in Salinas, it was 
also used as a church on 
Sundays. : 

- That same night they 
appointed Vanderhurst to 
“ascertain if a suitable 
teacher can be had and at 
what price.” 

The Teacher 

A few days later, Van- 
derhurst reported he had 
contacted Sophronia 
Harvey (later Mrs. Nathan 
Clark), 19-year-old 
daughter of the city’s first 
mayor, I.J. Harvey. She 
was hired for $60 a month. 

Having grown up in 
Marysville, she had been 
educated in Mrs. Poston’s 


Seminary. She held a 
highly-prized teachers 
certificate, and already 


was a veteran of two years 
teaching in other locations 
before taking the Salinas 
job. 

Mrs. Clark, who died in 
1946, recalled years after 
her first day of class in 
Salinas in October, 1868, 
that conditions were less 
than ideal. She had nine 
students, one of whom was 
her sister. The total 


eventually climbed to 15 
students. . 

In a long-ago interview 
with the ‘Californian, she 
remembered the house as 
having swinging doors,:

and front steps which were 
easy to fall down. She said 
she had the only ‘“‘good, 
sound chair’’ to be found. 
Students sat on broken- 
backed chairs with wooden 
boxes for desks. 

Not everyone was happy 
with the school - site 
selection. What little there 
was of the Salinas com- 
munity was congregated 
where the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Depot now 
stands. The distance to the 
school on Main Street was 
then considered significant 
mileage. 

The school housing 
conditions were less than 
tolerable to the next group 
of trustees who were 
elected in June 1869. By 
July, the new trio—B.T. 
Nixon, N.G. Wyatt, and 
J.H. Neyce—were ready to 
eall for a tax election to 
raise money to ‘‘furnish 
additional school facilities, 
maintain a free school, and 
for building a_ school 
house.”’ 

Taxes 

The tax they sought from 
residents was one of 70 
cents on each $100 of 
taxable property. In early 
August the voters 
responded favorably, 
providing an easy victory, 
with a 24-4 vote. 

That matter settled, they 
opened the school district’s 
second year Aug. 23, 1869, 
advertising to the public 
that it was “‘free for all 
white children in the 
district between the ages 
of 5 and 21 years.’ The 
exclusion of non-white 
children, what few there 
were, was typical of the 
racial segregation prac- 
ticed in the country in 
those times. 

Since enrollment had 
climbed for that second 
year, trustees also hired on 
two more teachers. 
Showing their male 
chauvanism, they hired a 
man, A.M. Butler, as 
principal and head teacher 
for $100 per month. Miss 
Harvey was made his 
assistant, but her salary 
was boosted to $75 per 
month. 

The third teacher, Miss 
M. Heazen, was added a 
month after the term 
began and was assigned to 
teaching the primary 
grades in another location 
on Main Street. 


In those early years, and 
for many that followed, the 
district was. run on a 
shoestring budget. The 
first two years of operation 
each cost a little more than 
$450. The Salinas City 
School District this year 
runs on a budget of about 
$8.2 million and the Salinas 
Union High School District 
has a $13.5 million budget. 


The district had _ dif- 
ficulty living within its 
meager finances, and held 
tax and bond elections in 
1871 and 1873, followed by 
many more through the 
years. 

The money the district 
sought in those first few 


years was not so much for 


operations as for the school 
buildings it was ambitious 
to create. 


First School 

The first school house 
the district built was the 
two-room, two-story East 
End School on the city’s 
outskirts at East Alisal and 
Front streets. Then in 1874 
came the West End School, 
now the site of Roosevelt 
School on Capitol Street. 

It was built with a $15,000 
bond issue, and served as 
the upper grades school 
and high school. ? 

One other school, called 
the ‘‘baby school” for first 
and second graders, was 
built before the turn of the

century. It was located at 
Capitol and Clay streets. 


The financial hard times 
of the district persisted 
during the latter half of the 
19th Century. It was not 
uncommon for trustees to 
advance the district 
several dollars on occasion 
to pay district bills. 


Broke 

Things became _ par- 
ticularly acute in April, 
1869 when trustees were 
forced to issue a notice 
saying the district had run 
out of money. In those 
years, school districts 
were run on 10 and 11- 
month terms. Halting a 
term in April was un- 
precedented. 


Noted trustees: ‘“‘If no 
aid is rendered, the schools 
will have to remain closed 
until the commencement 
of the next school 


year—over two months. To- 


turn loose upon the streets 
several hundred children 
for that length of time 
would be a public 
calamity, demoralizing 
alike to both schools and 
scholars. 


‘‘A month’s vacation is 
plenty long enough at a 
time, if not too long, 
especially in a town the 
size of Salinas.” 


Apparently not willing to 
face the ‘“‘calamity”’ of out- 
of-school children on the 
streets, the city council 
-came up with $560 to bail 
out the district and keep 
schools open. 

In November, 1874 the 
district was in financial hot 
water again, having only 
$250 on hand. Before more 
money came in, trustees 
were forced to prorate 
teachers’ salaries for) the 
month, giving them only a 
part of what they had 
earned. 

Reports from school 
superintendents during 
those years can give 
something of the flavor of 
schools in those early 
years. 

In the Salinas City Index, 


forerunner of the 


Californian, County Supt. 
of Schools S.M. Shearer 
gave his annual report for 
school year 1880. 


He noted there were 
3,336 school-age children in 
the county, and 1,062 at- 
tended no school, ‘‘public 
or private for evena day.” 


Said Shearer, “This is a 
grave matter, and fur- 
nished a rather strong 
argument for advocates of 
compulsory education.” 


He cited the Natividad 
District as having spent 
$5.12 for the education of 
each student, and noted 
Salinas spent an average 
of only $1.23 (today most 
school districts spend 
between $800 and $1,000). 
Dismayed at Salinas’ 
miserly apportionment, 
Shearer wrote, ‘‘There 
seems no good reason why 
such discrepancies should 
exist.”’ In that year, 
Salinas had a budget of 
$5,400 for a 934 months 
school year with an 
average daily attendance 
of 299. 

But Shearer was pleased 
with Salinas in other areas. 
He noted: ‘‘The teachers 
here know that their work 
is under constant and in- 
telligent supervision and 
cannot but feel that if their 
students do not make 
satisfactory progress, they 
themselves may prepare 
to progress out of em- 
ployment. The school of- 
ficers do their whole duty, 
and the results may be 
pointed out with legitimate 
pride.” 


For teachers he had 
what he probably con- 
sidered kind words. “‘The 
persons keeping school are 
almost all professional 
teachers, and not, as was 
too often the case for- 
merly, ignoramuses. or 
educational tramps.” 

In 1881, Salinas. City 
School District Supt. L.V. 
Hitchcock, making his 
annual report to trustees, 
noted that the district was 
able to cut expenses for the 
third year in a row. 


Evidently sensitive to 
community criticism, 
Hitchcock wrote, ‘‘This 
ought to be sufficient to 
satisfy the most inveterate 
growler.” 

But when school 
reopened in July of that 
year, Hitchcock was aiter 
the city council for more 
money. “It is to be hoped 
that the city council will 
see the importance of at 
once supplying more 
comfortable seats for 
primary school children,” 
he pleaded. 

“The little things are 
compelled to sit bent over 
with their books and slates 
on their laps, which, 
besides retarding them in 
their studies, is injurious to 


their health, having a 
tendency to make them 
stoop-shouldered and 


weak-chested.”’ 


The city again came to 
the rescue, buying 36 
desk s.j+\whieh’- ac 
commodated 72 students, 
for $5.60 per desk. 


The 1880’s and 1890's also 
brought rapid growth in 
student population, with 
the resultant need for more 
teachers. In those years, 
and for years after, 
teachers needed only to 
pass a test to receive a 
teaching credential, no 
specifie period of training 
was required. 

In fact, teachers were so 
sought after, that in 1899 
the city school board 
suspended the rule that all 
teachers have grammar 
grade certificates before 
they could teach. 


Teachers seeking jobs 
now generally go through 
an interview procedure set 
up by school ad- 
ministrators. The ad- 
ministrators recommend 
which teachers should be 
hired, and the board of 
education ratifies the 
choices, 

In the early days of 
education, those desiring 
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cut-rate Supermarket 
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First California College 


‘On Jan. 1, 1834, “El Colegio de San Jose” was formally 
opened at W. E. P. Hartnell's Alisal Rancho or the "Ran- 
cho del Patrocino” with 15 students, five miles east of 
present Salinas.

to be teachers simply 
appeared before the board 
of trustees, and the 
trustees would publicly 
cast votes for their 
choices. The person 
receiving the most votes 
was appointed the teacher. 
Salaries 

But as badly needed as 
they were, city teachers in 
1909 were only earning an 
average salary of $70 per 
month on a 10 month year. 
Today’s teachers start at 
around $7,500 for a nine 
month year, and the 
average is around $10,000. 

Education was also 
much different in terms of 
class content then. A 
typical example would be 
that of Harry Morehouse, 
who operated a private 
school in Salinas in the 
1870’s. In his ‘‘Teachers 
Column” in the Monterey 
County. Democrat 
newspaper, he advised this 
method for teaching young 
minds: ‘Select a lesson 
Monday morning—and 
keep them (the students) 
on this lesson for one 
week.’ .. 

School districts sprouted 
and died with great 
rapidity during the latter 
half of the 19th Century. In 
the 1880’s, Monterey 
County had 78 school 
districts. Today the total is 
25. 


Among those ‘which 


survived were two which. 
now make up part of the. 


public education system in 
Salinas—Santa Rita Union 
and Alisal Union. Both 
started a few years after 
Salinas City. 

Alisal 

Alisal Union began prior 
to 1871 as the Oak Grove 
School District (it was 
renamed Alisal in 1909). In 
1934, it unionized with 
another area district, El 
Sausal, which had been 
formed in 1873. 

The original El Sausal 
School building was 
acquired by the Lutheran 
Church of Good Shepherd 
in 1951 and was moved to 
Beech Street in the Alisal 
area, where it stands today 
as an historic monument to 
early education. The 
original one-teacher 
classroom building of the 
Alisal District was moved 
to the Williams Road site 
of the present Alisal 
School, where it housed a 


number of students for 
several years. It was 
dismantled in 1956. 


The. Alisal district 
remained a small one on 
the outskirts of Salinas for 
many years, and didn’t 
really begin its growth 
until after World War Il. 
Then a population boom in 
the area prompted a 
building trend which 
resulted in the present four 
schools and the district run on 
a $3.1 million budget. 

In the early 1960’s, the 
Alisal area was annexed to 
the city limits, but 
residents there demanded 
its school district be kept 
intact. It now operates 
side-by-side with the 


Salinas City District in the 
same city. 
Santa Rita 

The Santa Rita Union 
School District also traces 
its roots back to 1871. While 
Santa Rita does not lie 
within the city limits of 
Salinas, its students attend 
Salinas junior high and 
high schools, and an 
election this year may 
annex it to the city. 

It remains a two-school 
district, but recent growth 
in the area has prompted 
plans for a third school. 

For many of the Santa 
Rita district’s early years, 
it covered a broad expanse 
of territory. But since.1936, 
some 100-plus city \an- 
nexations have gradually 
chipped away at its 
jurisdiction. 

But that jurisdiction and 
one of those annexations is 
now being contested, 
pitting Santa Rita against 
Salinas in court. 

In 1968, Salinas annexed 
some 232 acres On which 
the revenue-rich Nor- 
thridge Shopping Center 
was. later built. Its 
potential yearly tax 
revenue, estimated in the 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, was turned over to the 
Salinas City district at that 
time. 

Santa: Rita “wants the 
property back, has filed 
suit, lost.on the trial court 
level and is awaiting word 
from a California appellate 


court. High Schools 

The Salinas Union High 
School District, which 
today operates three high 
schools, a continuation 
high school, two junior 
high schools, and an adult 
school, had its roots in the 
Salinas City, School 
District. 

High school education 
was offered, and a high 
school was even built, well 
before the high school 
district was formed in 1915. 

The first high school 
graduate, a Mr. Mc- 
Candless from Spreckels 
who attended the West End 
School, received his 
diploma in 1889. In June 
1893, the city school board 
received word from the 
University of .California 
that the Salinas High 
School program had been 
placed on the list of ac- 
credited California high 
schools. 

Still, students didn’t 
exactly flock to secondary 
education. In 1895 there 
were only 13 graduates, 
and by 1918 the total was 
only 33. (Last June that 
total was nearly 1,200). 

In the 1900's, trustees 
authorized the distribution 
of pamphlets which ex- 
tolled the virtues of high 
school.and would hopefully 
encourage more students 
to try it. 

It was less challenging 
then. Trustees required a 
student to pursue only 
three subjects in aterm. « 

In June 1899, city 
trustees decided to build a 
house for the high school. 
‘After some dickering with 
the city, they settled on a

tenures as 


The largest of the two buildings included the home, 
classroom and chapel, while the smaller one contained 


the dormitory, kitchen and dinin 


room. The Rev. Pat- 


rick Peter Short assisted Hartnell. The secular school 
later closed and the land was purchased by Jim Bardin. 


large brick building at the 
corner of Alisal and 
Church streets (now the 
parking lot across the 
street from the Salinas 
post office). 

Adopting plans for the 
building proved a little 
more challenging. 
Trustees agreed it would 
require four of the five 
members to adopt the 
plans for construction. 
That ultimately led to 58 
ballots over two evenings 
before an agreement was 
reached. 

By October 1900, the 
school was opened. But it 
fell victim to the San 
Francisco earthquake of 
1906. That quake along the 
San Andreas fault did 
$9,000 worth of damage to 
the building that had been 
built for $15,000. It forced 
high school students back 
into elementary schools for 
the remainder of the year. 

First Trustees 

It was February, 1915 
when the first Salinas 
Union High School District 


trustees—C.L. Pioda, 0.P. 


Bardin, G.E. Lacey, and 
R.E. Hitchcock—sat down 
to take control of secon- 
dary education in Salinas. 

The separation was 


-made to give different 


representation to the high 
schools which drew 
students from a much 
wider area than did the 
city school district. In all, 
some 10 school districts 
sent students to Salinas 


high. 
Though the boards were 
separated, the ad- 


ministration under them 
remained a common one 
until 1957. During those 
years, the city had three 
men who served long 
school 
superintendent. Arthur 
Walter held the dual-hat 
job from 1919 to 1931, Dr. 
R.D. Case from 1931 to 
1947, and Dr. J. Frederic 
Ching from 1947 to 1957. 

Dr. Ching became 
superintendent of the 
Hartnell Junior 
district when that was 
formed in 1957. 

Transportation to school 
wasn’t easy in those days. 
Students coming from 
Spreckels took the train, 
others had to find their own 
way. For students from 
Chualar and Alisal, the 
district in 1918 bought a 
Ford ‘‘Three-Seater”’ for a 
school bus. 

Feeling the pinch of 
population growth and a 
crumbled high school, 
trustees bought land for a 
permanent high school late 
in MEMEO. The 
school—Salinas High 
School—was built in 1920. 
The land was purchased 
for $9,992.17, but it was not 
considered much of a 
selection by some citizens. 
Though it is now in central 
Salinas, in 1918 it was an 
isolated location many felt 
was too great a distance 
away for students’ con- 
venience. 

With high school at- 
tendance at an un- 


precedented 273 in 1919, , 


officials were sure it would 
top 300 the next year.

Though Salinas’ population. 
was only 4,308, some of- 
ficials were farsighted 
enough to envision that 
enrollment might climb to 
600 in the distant future. 
(This year it topped 6,580 
with 2,200 in Salinas High.) 


The school was built ata - 


C Ofte. Oty. a. D0. Use 
$400,000—financed by two 
bond elections—which 
made it one of the most 
expensive high schools in 
the state. (This year the 
‘district authorized $310,000 
to build just a gymnasium- 
shop facility at Washington 
Junior High). 
Celebration 

When the building was 
completed in August, 1920, 
most of the city turned out, 
held a parade, and a giant 
reception to celebrate. In 
more recent years, there 
have been movements 
pushed to improve the now 
54-year-old building and to 
abandon it all together. 
Considered by some to be a 
maintenance-man’s 
nightmare, it requires 
constant attention. But it 

‘conforms to the Field Act 
requirements of safety 
against earthquakes. 

The population growth 
that some envisioned did 
come, in even greater 
volume than any 
imagined. This brought the 
construction - of North 
Salinas high in 1960 and 
Alisal high in 1965. 

What is now the Salinas 
Adult School was an early 
invention of the high school 
district. It was begun on a 
modest scale in 1918, with 
about 186 adults attending 
some 12 evening classes. 

Enjoying a comfortable 
growth across the years, 
the adult school now has 
some 3,000 students who 
attend more than 70 
classes covering a wide 
variety of subjects in both 
day and evening sessions. 

Another institution of 
higher learning, Hartnell 
College, home of some 
5,600 Valley students both 
day and night, is another 
outgrowth of the Salinas 
public education system. 

College 

Junior college classes 
were first authorized by 
trustees in 1920. The initial 
enrollment, which was 
housed at the Salinas high 
campus, stood at 14. But it 
eventually dwindled to too 
few students to keep the 
venture afloat. The classes 
were discontinued, only to 
be revived by renewed 
interest in 1927. 

With interest and 
enrollment hanging on this 
time, trustees found the 
money to build a junior 
college wing on the high 
school campus in 1929. 
There were then some 35 
students taking classes, 
and five received the first 
degrees given by what was 
then known as Salinas 
Junior College. 

In 1937, growing 
enrollment and expansion 
desires prompted the move 
of the junior college from 
the high school to its own 
campus on Homestead 
Avenue, where it now 
stands. 

Name Change 

In 1948, high school 
trustees, by popular 
request, changed the 
school’s name to Hartnell 
College. The school’s 
student body, in a 
resolution, said it would 


give ‘“‘students and patrons’ 


who reside outside of 
Salinas a feeling of closer 
association with the 
college.” 

Since the idea for for- 
ming a separate college 
school district already had 
been germinated, trustees 
agreed a non-Salinas name 
might be more attractive 
to areas outside Salinas 
which would be en- 
couraged to join the 
district. 

In selecting Hartnell for 
a name, trustees reached 
back to the earliest known

If city planning begins 
with the first conscious 
effort to shape today how a 
city will grow and develop 
tomorrow, then the history 
of Salinas city planning 
begins with the creation of 
the first Salinas Planning 
Commission in July, 1924. 

But if planning begins 
with the first attempt to fix 
a small but growing 
community on paper, to 
pinpoint the boundaries of 
what exists, then Salinas 
planning can be traced 
even further back to at 
least Aug. 4, 1873. 

On that date one William 
Isaac, designated as 
‘‘surveyor and city 
engineer,’ completed and 
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educator in 


the 
area—British-born mer- 
chant William E.P. Hart- 
nell. 

Hartnell, a well- 
educated man, had been 


.made a Mexican citizen 
_several years after his 


arrival in Monterey in 


1822. Being a citizen, he 


was eligible for a land 
grant, which was given to 
him about six miles east of 
what is now Salinas. 

On the banks of the 
Alisal Creek near 
Natividad and the Gabilan 
Hills, he built his home. 
And, in 1834 when there 
were only 11 primary 
schools and about 339 
school children in 
California, he opened a 
private prep school for the 
sons of California’s dons. 

Small enrollment, never 
much over twenty, the loss 
of two instructors who 
were expelled by the 
Mexican government, and 
financial woes caused him 
to close the school two 
years later, though. The 
school buildings have since 
been razed. 

Hartnell became a 
separate school district in 
1948. The move was made 
to allow the district to 
expand outside Salinas 
Union High School District 
borders in the future. 

That expansion came in 
1954 when the Gonzales

A canyon called the 
Bernanche leaves the 
Monterey road to the east: 
here are a number of 
settlers with families, 
whose principal business is 
the raising of cattle, but 
many supply Salinas City 
with good live-oak wood. [ 
find thousands of cords 
piled up on both sides of the 
road, and which in time 
will all be brought to 
Salinas. 

It is fortunate that all of 
this section is heavily 
timbered, for good wood 
will in 10 years hence 
become very valuable. 


Planning in 1873 
Isaac Signs Original Map 


signed his name to what 
was described as an of- 
ficial diagram of grade of 
the City of Salinas, which 
is still in the possession of 
the city’s Public Works 
Department. 


Original Ink Map 

“The map is the original. 
Done in ink,” says John 
Wong, assistant public 
works director. And 
reference to the map is 
found on June 22, 1874, 
where a Salinas City 
Council ordinance 
designates it as “‘the valid, 
legal and official map of 
Salinas,” he says. 

Wong indicates the old 
Isaacs map may, with 
some justification, be 
regarded as setting the 
city’s first planning 
boundaries, ‘‘so planning 
really dates back quite a 
way.” 

The demarcation lines 


Union High School District 
and King City Union High 
School District voted to 
join the Hartnell college 
district. 
Separation 

In that same year, Dr. 
Ching suggested that 
administration of Hartnell 
be separated from that of 
Salinas City and Salinas 
Union High School 
districts. Ching was then 
serving as superintendent 
for all three districts, 
though each had its own 
board of trustees. With the 
diverse areas, different 


levels of students, and’ 


growing paperwork, Ching 
said the administration 
had become too complex. 
It was in 1957 that 
Ching’s suggestion came to 
fruition. The three districts 
separated their common 
administration, with each 
‘own superintendent. 
Hartnell trustees, by a 
vote of 3-2, picked John 
Lemos ‘over. Dr. Ching for 
the Hartnell super- 
intendent’s post on Dec. 21. 
Lemos, 48, had first 
‘served as president of 
Hartnell from 1935-35. For 
five years before he 
became president, he had 
‘been a teacher at the 
school. - From - 1937-43, he 
returned tothe classroom, 
then assumed the 
“presidency again. 
On Dec. 28, a week after 


are San Luis Street on the 
south and what is now 
Market Street but was then 
Castroville-Sausal Street 
on the north. Front Street 
and Lincoln Avenue mark 
the eastern and western 
fringe, “‘and that was it — 
the official city map in 
1874.” 
1876 Cemetery 

The next trace of city 
planning Wong can un- 
cover comes somewhat 
whimsically in the form of 
an original but somewhat 
vaguely drawn map of 
December, 1876 in which 
the city appeared to be 
planning for ,a_ public 
cemetery. 

“It’s not really clear 
where it was located, but it 
does show the city was 
planning for the dead as 
well as the live,’ Wong 
says. 

Also somewhere in city 
hall archives — Wong says 


his election as superin- 
tendent, Lemos died of a 
heart attack. He was then 
replaced by Ching, who 
remained until retirement 
in 1966. 

The Salinas area’s 
school districts remain 
fragmented on the 
elementary level. High 
school district unification 
elections were defeated in 
1947, 1965, 1967, and 1972. 
The idea of unification is to 
make one district which 
would have jurisdiction 
over children’s schooling 
from kindergarten through 
high school. 

The threat of higher 
taxes, real or imagined, 
thas often been the crucial 
factor in swaying voters 
not to approve unification. 
Additionally, voters in 
North County, who send 
their children to Salinas 
high schools, want to unify 
their own school district 
and pull out of Salinas. 
That possibility is very 
much alive today. 

The unification in 
Salinas seems a_ buried 
issue since past elections 
were mandated: by the 


state, but any future ones © 


would have to be called by 
the districts. Past voter 
results make that seem 
unlikely. 
Enrollment Decline 
Today’s most serious 


concern for Salinas public 


he’s seen them but couldn’t 
put hands on them just now 
— are some old drawings 
he dates at about 1900 of 
specifications for wooden 
sidewalks on Gabilan 
Street. 
Davies, Engineer 

That kind of short-range 
city planning focused 
around public works, 
although long before the 
existence of a public works 
department and with city 
records indicating one 
D.F. Davies as the first 
city engineer. 

There appears to have 
been an interim after 
Davies’ tenure as recorded 
in 1905 during which the 
work of the city engineer 
was done under private 
contract, with Monterey 
County Surveyors as the 
most prominently iden- 
tified firm.

education may well be the 
decrease of students. 

Except for the 1930’s and 
1940’s when population 
remained somewhat static 
as the city tried to pull out 
from the Depression, 
population has been a 
constantly spiraling 
figure. 

That growth has been 
especially pronounced 
since the post-War years. 

Yet that growth trend, as 
reflected in classrooms, 
now seems to be abating. 
Classrooms stand empty in 
several Salinas City 
schools, and elementary 
enrollment 
County dipped below 38,000 
for the first time this year. 

Though the situation is 
less severe in the city’s 
high schools, evidence this 
year suggests that 
enrollment there may be 
on the decline. Student 
enrollment fell more than 
200 below expectations this 
year. 

Whether the 
phenomenon will continue 
remains uncertain at this 
early date. But if it does 
continue, it will certainly 
lead to less financial 
support for schools and the 
cutting back on many of 
the innovative educational 
programs that have been 
during the 100 plus years of 
the Salinas public 
: education system.

By the 1920’s, Wong says, 
the records show Howard 
Cozzens first as a staff 
member of Monterey 
Surveyors working for the 
city and then later as 
fulltime city engineer. 

When he died in 1963, his 
contribution to city history 
included a decade of 
service during which he 
was a member of the city’s 
first planning commission 
— the transition from the 
short-range planning that 
had served the city until 
that point to today’s 
concept of long-range 
planning for tomorrow. 

Scott Organized 

Credit for organizing 
that commission goes to 
Russell Scott, retired 
Salinas city attorney and a 
member of the Salinas 
Planning Commission 
from 1924 until 1962. 

What prompted the 
creation of a planning 
commission at that par- 
ticular point in city 
history? “‘I think the 
Chamber of Commerce 
was instrumental,’’ Scott 
recalls. “‘They saw the 
town was growing and 
.should have some. stan- 
dards to go by. We were a 
progressive city. I think we 
always have been.” 

Until then proposals 
involving city growth had 
required some city council 
review, Scott indicates. 
But in the current sense of 
the word there was 
“nothing. No planning at 
ell” 

The first commission 
was appointed on June 1, 
1925, according to records 
and minutes reviewed by 
Salinas Senior Planner 
Hardy ‘Nielsen. It shows 
Scott among. pioneer 
members, along with Fred 
McCargar, Mrs. George 


Lacey, C.N. Thorup and 
D.A. Madeira. Mayor 
Frank Clark, Cozzens — as 
city engineer — and City 
Atty. Walter White com- 
pleted the list. 
Thorup Heads 

The commission held its 
first meeting on Oct. 6, 
1925, elected Thorup and 


_.McCargar as president 


and ‘secretary and got 
down to what Mayor Clark 
suggested should be their 
first task of developing city 
zoning and an ordinance 


* forcing setback lines. 


e 


The city’s first zoning 
ordinance was submitted 


* almost exactly two years 


later, on Jan. 25, 1927 and 
subsequently approved. 

This was at a time when 
the city’s population stood 
at something under 10,000 
‘and the charter boundaries 
of 3.1 square miles -ac- 
cepted by the state in 1874 
still marked the Salinas 
city limits 

Tranquil Growth 

The record suggests that 
formation of the planning 
commission was followed 
by more than a decade of 
relative growth and 
planning tranquility. 

A federal census of April 
1930 put the city’s 
population at 10,263 as 
compared with its  in- 
corporation population of 
770 or the 1920 population 
of 4,308. 

A decade later the 
population had increased 
by only 1,323 and its size by 
a mere 5l-acres — brought 
in by what was designated 
the Romie Lane Territory 
annexation of 1933. 

But the 40’s marked the 
beginning of the slow, 
steady growth which has 
essentially characterized 
Salinas since then, and 
were preceded by the first 
major amendment of the 
city’s zoning ordinance in 
1938 and the adoption the 
same year of the city’s 
first general plan. 


By the time Salinas 
entered the 1950’s it had 
grown to a census 
population of 13,917 and 
had grown by a series of 17 
small annexations to a city 
of just over four square 
miles. 

Fulltime Director 

The next planning 
milestone was by then just 
over the horizon, the 
naming of Robert Venable 
in October, 1954 as the first 
fulltime planning director 
for the City of Salinas. 

The record doesn’t have 
too much to say about 
Venable or about Robert 
Scherer, who succeeded 
him from September, 1956 
until December, 1957. 

But city planners do 
recall William Rugg, who 
became the city’s third 
planning director in 
February, 1958 and held 
the post until he left in 
January, 1963 to become 
community development 
director for San Leandro. 

His contribution during 
those years included in- 
itiation of Buena Vista 
Industrial Redevelopment 
Project, the clearing of 70 
acres in the Abbott Street- 
Harkins Road area for 
redevelopment as an in- 
dustrial park. 

1966-67 Peak 

It was the city’s first 
venture into urban renewal 
and was followed by the 
planning — which reached 
its peak in 1966-67 — for 
large scale redevelopment 
of downtown Salinas, 

That was aborted by the 
Vietnam War and a cut- 
back in federal funds for 
such commercial 
redevelopment projects, 
with the city now in the 
process a_near-decade’ 
later of seeing what can be 
done through bootstrap 
revitalization efforts: 

Only one renewal project 
has followed Buena Vista 
-— the one-block Sunset 
Avenue residential 
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redevelopment project in 
East Salinas — although 
there has been talk of a 
massive redevelopment 
effort for Hebbron Heights. 
Until then Buena Vista 
remains as the city’s only 
large scale redevelopment 
venture, with the last of its 
parcels in the process of 
being sold only this year. 


By 1963 — when Rugg 
left — Salinas had con- 
tinued its steady growth to 
a state-estimated 
population of 31,200 and 
had continued to push 
outward in all directions to 
a new size of almost nine 
square miles. 

Alisal Annexed 


The next big change 
came in August, 1963 with 
the. long awaited Alisal 
annexation, which over- 
night brought Salinas to a 
new population of 50,000 
and a new size of 11.1 
square miles. 

The rest is con- 
temporary planning 
history. Rugg was followed 
by Harvey Bragdon, Ar- 
thur Spencer and Robert 
Gordon, who became the 
city’s last planning 
director in August, 1965. 

Before he left in Sep- 
tember, 1969 the depart- 
ment had been reorganized 
as the Community 
Development Department 
— incorporating planning, 
building inspection and 
urban renewal in a single 
department headed by Ted 
Walensky. The department 
is now headed by Roger 
Anderman, who succeeded 
Walensky in 1971. 

That’s 100 years after it 
all began, or 106 an- 
nexations later. Anderman 
and a staff of 19 now find 
themselves planning for 
today’s Salinas of 13.6 
square miles .and more 
than 62,700 persons — and 
for the city that citizens 
want it to be by perhaps 
2001.

reorganize Company C in’ 


1924 as the 40th Tank 
Company, left its com- 
mand to assume the post of 
plans and training officer 
at Fort Lewis. The com- 
mand of the company then 
went to Maj. Fred Moffitt 
(since deceased) of 
Salinas. 


The battalion little 
dreamed what was soon 
going to happen as it left 
San Franciseo, Sept. 8, 
1941 and arrived in Manila 
Bay, The Philippines, on 
Sept. 26, 1941 — only a little 
more than two months 
before Pearl Harbor’s 
infamous bombing. 


The men were stationed 


at Fort Stotsenburg, near’ 


Clark Army Air Base on 
the island of Luzon, 65 
miles north of Manila. C 
Company was stationed in 
the northern part of Luzon. 
The _ battalion’s mission 
was the defense of the vital 
air field. 


Thus was to begin 
Company C’s most difficult 
and finest hour in its 79- 
year history, the defense of 
Bataan. 

The men got their first 
word of imminent danger 
about one week before 
Pear! Harbor and had been 
alerted as a precautionary 
measure, Johnson said. 
“The reaction was mainly 
businesslike.” 


Johnson’s own personal 
account notes 54 Japanese 
bombers came over first, 
after first bombing the 
bases at Baguio and Iba. 


“The behavior of the 


men in their first test 
under fire was mar- 
velous,’’ commented 


Johnson, ‘‘They stuck to 
their positions.”’ 

At noon on the first day, 
the tank battalion and 
another unit, the 200th CAC 
(AA) battery had knocked 
down seven Nip strafers in 
the vicinity of Clark Field 
and Stotsenburg. The 
Japanese landed at Aparri 
and at Lingayan Gulf. 

Christmas Day, 1941, C 
Company met the invaders 
in the Tayabas area and 
lost a platoon of five tanks. 
The battalion also engaged 
the Japanese at Carmen on 
the Agno River and lost 
four platoons of tanks in 
heavy fighting. 

Johnson reported, ‘‘The 
men behaved splendidly on 
their first clash with the 
Japanese.” 

C Company lost one 
officer and one man killed 
with three missing in 
action. In the Carmen 
operation, the battalion 
had one man killed in 
action with six missing. 

The withdrawal to 
Bataan began Dec. 26, and 
was completed Jan. 6, 1942. 
Against steady enemy 
pressure, the tank bat-

talion covered the entire 
withdrawal. Major 


Johnson rode the last tank 
‘covering the retreat and 
remembers the events 
through a blur of 10 days 
with little or no sleep. His 
terse description of the 
action, in an interview two 
years ago, was that it was 
pretty rugged as the tank- 
men battled to hold the gap 
open for the retreat to 
Bataan from both north 
and south Luzon. 


The Salinas men were 
short of everything, 
rations, medical supplies 
and all kinds of equipment. 
‘“‘We knew the surrender 
was coming the day before 
it was announced. We 
destroyed equipment, and 


waited for the Japanese to 


come,”’ Johnson said. 


Japanese mountain 
artillery troops were the 
first to arrive. They herded 
the Americans down the 
trail to a, troop con- 
centration point. 


But, the worst was yet to 
come. 


The next day started the 


infamous Bataan Death 
March — 75 miles over 
rough roads on foot, 


sweltering by day, with the 
bayonet or a rifle bullet for 
the captives who fell out. 


“The men who dropped 
from exhaustion were 
kicked by the Japanese to 
the side of the road — and 
what happened to them I 
don’t know,” Johnson said. 
‘‘We lost 200 men on the 
march. We started with 
9,000 Americans, ap- 
proximately, and 43,000 
Filipinos. Our destination 
was Camp O’Donnell, five 
miles west of Capas — a 
of partially 
completed buildings 
designed originally as a 
Philippine Army training 
area. The sick lay on the 
floors and men died. Our 


worst day saw .58 
Americans and -535 
Filipinos die. Our 


exhausted men found 
strength enough to bury 
their own dead, but so 
many Filipinos died they 
were burned by their 
comrades. However, the 
1,500 Americans who died 
in this camp were buried in 
marked graves. The 
number of Filipinos who 
died in this camp was 


"27,000. This was the period 


from April 13 when we 
arrived, to June 4, when I 
left.” . 


Then, a succession of 
prisoner camps for those 
able to remain alive. Next 
stop was Camp 
Cabanatuan in central 
Luzon. Johnson and others 
had to battle malaria to 
keep alive. 


Here, 2,400 Americans 
died, in the period of June 1 
to Nov. 4, 1942, from 
Starvation, disease and 
neglect. 


The only formula for 
survival was hope, 
Johnson said. With hope, a 
man lived; without it, he 
died. 


From Cabanatuan, 
Johnson and others were 
shipped to Japan. Being on

e SALINAS 
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a prisoner of war boat was 
even worse in some cases 
than a camp. In one un- 
published account, 2,700 
men were locked in a hold 
without water or sanitary 
facilities and many went 
mad with the closeness and 
stench of human waste. 
The rules aboard the boats 
were incredibly strict: 


The Japanese Navy 
Escort rule for prisoners 
was ‘Immediate death” 


for talking without per-. 


mission and raising loud 
voices; those walking or 
moving without order; 
those using more than two 
-blankets. They usually had 
none, according to CWO 
Ero (Ben) Saccone (Ret.) 
of Company C. 

The months went by and 
finally liberation came 
from the victorious Allied 
forces. ; 

Four years later, the 47 
Tank Company men who 
survived returned home to 
relieved relatives and 
friends. But 58 men never 
returned. The end of the 
war was bitter-sweet for 
all. The strain was almost 
unbearable. Anxious 
relatives read each new 
prisoner of war list as it 
was published in the 
Californian. The messages 
of those who survived in 
prisoner of war camps 
were reprinted for all to 
share in the joy of words 
from loved ones. They 
were replete with such 
assurances as health was 
*‘well” and “‘don’t worry 
about me”’. 

But their Salinas friends 
and loved ones did worry. 
The first Tank Company 
man to return home was 
Cpl. Frank Wilson (since 
deceased) of Santa Rita. 
Others weren’t as for- 
tunate. Their survivors 


received only Gold Stars . 


for that last full measure of 
devotion. 4 é 
But remembrances were 
quick to be established.’ 
Corporal Wilson proposed 
a tank memorial “‘just for 
the Salinas Tank Com- 
pany.” The City Council 


agreed’ and a tank was' 


installed May 30, 1947 with 
the 105 names of those who 
served, plus gold stars for 
those who gave their lives 
for their country. 


The names of the 58 who. 


never returned are in- 
scribed with gold stars at 
the base of the tank 
memorial. The honored 
dead are as follows:

Salinas Savings 
Grows Into Giant 


Money. The money to 
plant crops, to purchase 
equipment, build homes 
and apartments and stores 
and factories, has been the 
life-blood of Salinas since 
the city began. 


While some of the city’s 
early financial institutions 
fell by the wayside, at least 
one, a savings and loan 
association, survived to 
become a leader among 
savings and loan 
associations in Central and 
Northern California. 


On Oct. 22, 1928, one year 
before the disastrous stock 
market crash of 1929, the_ 
Salinas Valley Building 
and Loan Assn. was in- 
corporated in Salinas, with 
11 stockholders. 


Two months after in- 
corporating, the 
association received its 
state charter and the first 
depositor pushed a $20 bill 
across the counter of a 
small office in the Jeffery 
Hotel. 


Since that time the 
savings-loan association 
has grown from the small 
hotel office and $27,000 in 
assets, to a major financial 
institution with branches 
in 24 cities and assets of. 
nearly $729 million. 


The story of the 
association — now 
renamed Northern 
California Savings — has 
been one of constant 
movement and growth. 
Over the years the 
association’s home office 
moved four times within 
Salinas. — each time 
because of growth. 


In 1932 Salinas Valley 
Savings and Loan moved 
from the hotel to 7 E. 
Gabilan St., where it 
remained until 1950. That 
was the year the 
association moved to a 
building all its own at 119 
E. Alisal St., now the 
Salinas. Chamber of 
Commerce building. 


Another move within 
Salinas came in 1961, when 
the association moved into 
ultra-modern headquar- 
ters. at John and Main 
streets. 


But the home office of

Salinas Valley 
Savings merged with 76- 
year-old Palo Alto Savings 
Loan to become Palo Alto- 
Salinas Savings — a 
company with 17 offices 
and combined assets of 
$364 million. 

But even the new joint 
name was to be outgrown 
within a few short years. A 
publicly-held corporation 
with stockholders 
throughout the country, 
and with branches from 
Santa Maria to Oakland, 
the association became 
Northern California 
Savings. 

Three Salinas men have 
been at the helm during the 
years since the association 
was founded. C.A., 
McAdams was president 
from the time the 
association was formed 
until he resigned in 1931. 

Following McAdams in 
the association presidency 
was Salinas financier, 
business and civic leader 
L.M. (Mike) Tynan, who 
was also a co-founder of 
the association and its first, 
vice president. 

Under Tynan’s 
leadership, the association 
prospered and grew’ 
through the early 1960s. 

When Tynan stepped 
down, a young Monterey- 
born and Hartnell College 
educated executive vice 
president and manager, 
Firmin A. Gryp, stepped 
into the top post and 
continued the association’s 
record of growth. - 

' Under Gryp’s direction, 
the association has ex- 
perienced growth in assets 
averaging more than $100 
million a year.

1906 earthquake, the bank moved to the southeast 
corner of Main and Gabilan streets (current Wells Fargo 
site). J. H. McDougall, R. L. Porter, Francis Doud, 
Charles Ford and Charles T. Romie, directors. The local 
bank existed until late in 1954 when it was sold to 
American Trust Company. The first Salinas bank was 
founded by Jesse D. Carr in 1869. Called the Salinas 
City Bank, it was housed after 1873 in a building next 
to the old Abbott House.

center. 

And what a center! C. 
Malcolm Watkins, senior 
curator of cultural history 
of the Smithsonian In- 
sitution, Washington, D.C., 
describes the adove as ‘‘an 
unspoiled fragment of 
Spanish California, an 
actual environment in 
which people lived and 
slept and ate.” It is vir- 
tually the last unmodified 
rancho home avilable for 
public display in the 
county, according to the 
society. 

Although Monterey was 
one of California’s original 
counties, it remains one of 
the few which has no 


permanent museum — a 
deficiency the sociéty finds 
‘incongruous during the 


centennial years of 1974-76. 

The society’s leaders 
calculate that it will cost 
$500,000 to create a Mon- 
terey County History 
Center at the Boronda 
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Adobe site. This figure 
includes $60,780 for 
restoration of th adobe 
itself, $134,400 for refur- 
bishing the residence and 
other buildings on the site 
and constructing public 
rest rooms; $72,800 for 
landscaping, roads, fen- 
cing, establishing a picnic 
area, parking and fire 
protection; and $232,020 for 
a new history center 
building. 

The center’s core will be 
the Boronda Adobe itself. 
But it will also inelude a 
new museum building 
designed to complement 
the’ adobe in style and 
allow for expansion. 

It will also have an 
agricultural display in a 
restored building which is 
already standing. 

The Boronda Adobe was 
recently placed on the 
National Register of 
Historic Places.
